This is the general eomplair , 
Recently, however, a patent nas been 
taken out in Germany for tie treats 
ment of articles of planter of pans ivith 
an aqueoua solution of ammonium 
borate, for the purpose of hardening 
them and rendering them insoluble in 
water. 


The procwe referred to Is said to 


five results decidedly superior to any- 
thing tihat hns heretofore been pro- 
posed. The hardening liquid may either 
be mingled with the plaster in the act 
pt- molding or may be applied on the 
surfac* oi the finished casts <with a 
brush. 


The eolutkm is prepared by dissolv- 


ing boraclc acid in •warm water and 
adding thereto sufficient ammonia to 
form the borate, which remains in the 
solution. 


The manner of using the solution is 


thus described: . The saturation of the 
fyfeum or painting of the plaster of 
pans is carried out' in the cold. The 
abject* are subsequently rinsed off and 
dried. The surface becomes very hard 
ifter two days and insoluble in water, 
while the induration in the interior 
advances more slowly. By means of 
the fluid described gypsum floors can 
be hardened and rendered more dura- 
ble and impervious to the influence of 
tbe, weather. Saturating ivitii ammo- 
alum borate Is said to be especially use- 
ful on the exteidor walls of buildings, 
barracks, etc.; on the latter, because 
experiments 'have proved an antiseptic 
acUon of the liquid.—Chicago Chron- 
icle.

Garibaldi, the great Italian patriot 


and soldier, is the subject of one of Wil- 
liam Boscoe Tiiayer's chapter* in his 
"Throne-Makers." In opening the dis- 
cussion of this romantic figure, the 
author says: 


"When men look back, two of three 


hundred years hence, upon the nine- 
teenth century, it may well be that 
they will discern its salient character- 
istics to have been, not scientific, not 
Inventive, as we popularly suppose, but 
romantic. Science will soon bury OUT 
present heaps of facts tinder larger ac- 
cumulations, from the summit of which 
broader theories may be scanned; to- 
morrow will make to-day's wonderful 
invention old-fashioned and 
insuffi- 


cient; but the romance with which this 
later time has been charged will exer- 
cise an increasing fascination over po- 
ets and novelists and historians as 
years roll on. Oblivion swallows up 
material achievements, but gretttdeede 


ni»ver grow old. That many of ou* 
writers should not have heard this not* 
of the age argue* that they, rather than 
the age, are prosaic and commonplace, 
For to what other period shall we turn 
tor a richer store of those vicissitudes 
and contrasts in fortune whi«h make 
up the real romance, the profound 
tragedy of life? Everywhere the dis' 
solution of a society rooted in medieval 
traditions is accompanied by confusion 
of struggle—the birth-pangs of a new 
order. 
Classes 
whose 
separation 


seemed permanent are thrown togeth- 
er, and antagonistic elements are 
strangely mixed; there is strife and 
doubt and excess; sudden combinations 
are suddenly rent by dfecords; ana- 
chronisms flourish side by side with in- 
novations; new institutions wear old 
names, and old abuses mask in new dis- 
guises. 


"In such a crisis two facte are prom- 


inent; the unusual range of activity to 
the individual—may he not traverse the 
vi hole scale of experience?—and the de- 
pendence of the individual upon him- 
self. He rises or he falls, by his own 
motion. The privileges of oaste avail 
noting; for the very confusion pro- 
duces a certain wild equality whereby 
all start at the line, and the swiftest 
wins. Napoleon's maxim: 'Lacarriere 
ouverte aux talents,' is the motto of the 
century. Napoleon himself is an epoch- 
al illustration of the povaer of the^n- 
dividual to make the momentum OfJlfr- 
cumstances work for him. The revolu- 
tion, it is true, had harnessed the 
steeds; but Napoleon dared to mount 
the chariot, grasped the reins, and 
drove over Europe, upsetting thrones 
and princedoms and hierarchies. The 
haughty descendants of immemorial 
liueage gave place to the brothers and 
connadcb of the 'Corsican upstart.' 
Murat, the son of a tavernkeeper; Ney, 
a briefless law student; LannoB, a dyer; 
Soult, Masena, Berthier, Juuot, soldiers 
Of fortune; and how many other chil- 
dren of the third estate laughed at the 
pretensions of 
humbled . Bourbons, 


Hapsburgs and Hohenzollerns! 
Fre- 


quent reactionb between revolution and 
restoration serve to emphasize the 
stress of this crisis,; and these con- 
trasts in the conditions of men, reveal- 
Ing human character under the most 
diverse phases, show how inextricably 
the romantic and the tragic are inter- 
woven in the average lot. 


"Nor in Kurope only has this spec- 


tacle been going forward. The United 
States also has witnessed similarly 
rapid transmutations, partly due to 
other causes. Within a generation we 
have seen a gigantic national upheaval: 
three millions of artisans, clerks, mer- 
chants and lawyers were transferred 
by the magic of a drum beat into sol- 
diers; and then, the conflict over, sol- 
diers and uniforms vanished, and the 
labors of peace were resumed. 


"Follow Abraham Lincoln from his 


Illinois log- cabin to the white house; 
follow Grant from hib tanytird to Appo- 
mattox, and j ou can compute the 
sweep of fortune's wheel. 
These ca- 


rc'ers were lived so near its that they 
hardly astonish us; they seem as nat- 
ural as daylight; and in truth they are 
as natural as that or any other every- 
day miracle. As if forgetful of these we 
ransack the past, or fiction, or melo- 
dramas, for heroes to admire. To weak 
imaginations distance still lends en- 
chantment."—St. Louis Kepublic. 


The Cauwe of Sleep.

more difficult to sleep than, at other 
seasons. The latest explanation of the 
cause of sleep is one ivhich has met 
with approval by leading physicians. 
An examination of the tissue nenr the

number of small sensory nerves. 
These minute tendrils lie adjacent to 
the skin of the body, and during con- 
sciousness touch it sufficiently to sup- 
ply sehsation over the entire area. 
Wlicu we sleep these little nenes have 
been observed to coil up, or at least 
moie far enough awav from the skin 
to lessen sensation there. The move- 
ment of these nerves, which is of course 
slight, has been observed, giving rise 
to the supposition that if a stimulating 
drug- or influence is used the nerves 
remaining in contact with the bkinkeep 
us awake. .Physicians most widely ac- 
cept the vaso-uiotor theory of sleep. 
The recession of blood from the brain, 
called cerebral anaemia, is another 
theory of sleep.—X. Y. World.

A law suit arising out of a very com- 


plicated conjugal situation has just 
been decided ay the Paris courts. In 
1885

being .easily digested it nourishes bet- 
ter those who from want of exercise 
have feebler forces to set at the work ol 
digestion. 


All summer vegetables are "light" In 


comparison with those which belong to 
the autumn and winter season; that is. 
they contain a larger proportion of wa- 
ter to solid matter, and fluids are nat- 
urally mbre easily assimilated than sol- 
ids. As more fluid is required by the 
system at this season we find vegetables 
and fruits absolutely indispensable to 
who)worn* diet. 


Zwieback, or twice-baked bread, is 


twice as digestible an that of ordinary 
baking, and toast can be eaten by those 
who turn against a slice of bread from 
a loaf. The reason of this is that twice- 
baked or toasted bread is already half 
digested and the remainder of the proc- 
ess is thus greatly facilitated. 


Cream and butter fulfill a nceeKsary 


• part in summer diet, fat in some degree 
being required by the system equally 
as much as In winter, and in these two 
we meefwith it in its very purest forme. 
Cream ia a better antidote to the acidity 
of fruit than sugar; with ripe fruit n 
morsel of dry bread will be found to 
correct the acidity best of all, and chil- 
dren ought to be taught to eat bread 
with ripe fruit. 


Well-cooked oats and wheaten foods 


are light aud suitable diet for summer, 
particularly so if cooked fruits be eaten 
with them; these foods are not so heat- 
Ing as they ore commonly supposed to 
be. Emphasis must, however, be laid 
on their being thoroughly well cooked 
and made entirely with %vuter, not with 
milk. The reason why cereal foods are 
found to be difficult of digestion with 
many persons is the too common prac- 
tice of eating sugar with them. Sugar 
hardens the starch globule and turns 
the food Into a clogging masa. If the 
fruit was sweetened at the time of its 
cooking, and cream or milk eaten with 
the oate, no evil effect would be felt 
after either. 


Soft-cooked eggs are light food, and 


(food, ripe cheese also; mushrooms are 
an excellent article of diet now, as they 
are nourishing, light and savory. \Vc 
lay particular stress, howe\er, upon
